BATTING PRACTICE
1S TIME WASTED

Because Players Have No
Other Intent Than to Merely
Hit Fair.

In most ball elubs more time ls spent
at batting praetice than In perfecting
any other department, and yet such
time s, to & very large extent, wasted.
Ball players love to bat, and they will
spend any amount of time -!oq}ng
up to the plats In rotation and taking
a wallop at the ball. Yet, in spite of
this constant praetice, batting is weak
on most ball clube.

Onp of the big reasons is the leck
of intelligent oversight of the prac-

tice, When the team goes out for its
batting practice, as a rule, an inferior
iteher sant to the box, and he sel-

m tries very hard to fool the hit-
ters, In mosat cases, he is satiafied to
lob ths baill ﬂdu the plate, and the
batter ls satis to

When a sharp
grounder s batted, thres distinct plays
are necessary to get the batter. e
flelder must make a clean &lck-up of
the ball, then an accurate throw, and
the man on the recelving end must
catch the ball, The chancea of a bat-
tor moh‘ng first base on a ground ball
are easily twice what they are if he
puts up a fiy.
